H untington Beach News: 
There is 
land and land and then there is that 
m arvelously rich peat land near this 
city . 
If there is any land under our 
sun or any other suns that are said to 
be eternally fixed in the space that 
affords no boundary lines that 
will 
produce a more abundant crop of ex­ 
cellent variety than 
this 
particular 
land it has not been discovered and 
probably never will be. 
There are several thousand acres 
of this Ihnd, but the part we are going 
to talk about now is 
a 
twenty -acre 
tract owned by H. Barter, a short dis­ 
tance north of the sugar factory . 
A 
small part of this tract is*now planted 
to lima beans, and abou: sixteen acres 
of it has a crop of potatoes and corn 
growing on it. 
Mr. Barter has a repu­ 
tation for growing big crops, as last 
y ear a part of this sam e tract pro­ 
duced 160 bushels of corn 
and 
250 
bushels of potatoes ¡ter acre. 
W hile there were witnesses to the 
gathering of this crop, 
some 
were 
skeptical about it. and to place the 
m atter of the present crop bey ond the 
doubt line, several men were asked to 
be present and m easure 
the 
ground 
and weigli the crop and sign a state­ 
ment as 
to 
the 
amount harvested.

Potatoes Are Dug 
T he m easurem ents were m ade with 
a steel tape line furnished by 
Mr 
Bavering, and mem bers of the party 
attended to the weighing and watch­ 
ing in the forest of corn to see that 
the Mexicans took tubers within the 
lines of m easurem ent only . 
T here are three 
kinds 
of 
spuds 
grown on the tract, and the first one- 
tenth of an acre staked off was seed­ 
ed with the Gold Coin 
variety , 
and 
1.102 pounds of potatoes were weighed. 
This showed a y ield of 22,0 40 pounds; 
220 sacks of 100 pounds each, or 334 
bushels per acre. 
The second kind 
was the W hite Hose and the y ield was 
found to be 1,204 pounds: 240 sacks of 
100 pounds, or 4 * bushels.

kind dug was the Early H arvest King, 
and weighers recorded 1.287 Vi pounds, 
a y ield of 25,750 pounds; 257 1- sacks, 
or 420 bushels per acre.

As 
al! are aware, it is ordinarily consid-j 
ered one of the strenuous jobs around 
the old farm, but now if y ou want the 
surprise of y our life about the art of 
extracting tubers from the '•hills” of j 
a peat land “patch,” just go out and 
see how it is done.

shovels, hoes or other 
being required.

That peat land is about as easy to 
dig potatoes from as would be a stock
